Knowland said the President 
still favered “all four parts of 
the controversial measure 
Asked specifically whether Mr 
Eisénhower favored enactment 
of Section 3. the Senator re- 
plied that ia’ his opinion “" 
would be fair to say that the 
Administration would not have 
recommended the four parts” 
if the President “had not felt 
that all are highly desirable 
rnd part of the program.”

DENIES STATE LAW APPLIES 
TO UNION MARKET GARAGE 


The state law regulating mu- 
nicipal parking facilities here 
does not apply to the city’s ga- 
rage at Union Market, Associate 
City Counselor John J. Shana- 
han contended yesterday. 

The state law, enacted in 
1949, requires that the city ad- 
vertise for competitive bids be- 
fore leasing parking facilities. 
Shanahan argued that this is in- 
tended to apply to facilities con- 
structed under authorization of 
the 1949 law and not to the pre- 
viously erected garage at Union 
Market. He said the garage 
could be leased to a private 
operator under a city code pro- 
vision permitting negotiated 
leases. 

He outlined the city’s defense 
following a deposition hearing 
at City Hall.

POWER FOR PRIVATE UTILITY 
MADE FROM REACTOR HEAT 


CANOGA PARK, Calif., July 
16 (AP)—For the first time, a 
non-military atomic energy re- 
actor has produced power to 
generate electricity fof a pri- 
vate utility company. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced yesterday that 
electric power was produced last 
Friday by heat from the sodium 
reactor experiment during tests 
of the nuclear reactor and aux- 
iliary components. 

Southern California Edison 
has installed electrical generat- 
ing equipment adjacent to the 
nuclear reactor to convert to 
electricity the reactor heat 
which the company purchases 
from AEC. The electricity pro- 
duced was fed over the com- 
pany’s distribution lines. Later 
this year the reactor plant will 
be operated at full power. It 
will produce 20,000 kilowatts of 
heat from which the power 
company will generate about 


6500 kilowatts of electricity.

I don’t know why they insist 
on reviving “Irene” at Munici- 
pal Opera, but they do. It was 
produced for the fifth time last 

t at the Forest Park thea- 
ter, and, if you ask me, it was 
four times too many. 

“Irene” is a relic of the Cin- 
derella era in musical comedy 
when a girl from the tenements 
got mixed up with that hoity- 
toity Long Island society crowd 
who promptly were horrified 
when they learned she was an 
imposter from the wrong side 
of the elevated—‘Sally” and

FOR PRESENT IN'2U 


Newspaper Publisher Who 
Was 3-Time Ohio Gov- 
nor Succumbs at 87. 


DAYTON, O., July 16 (AP)— 
James M. Cox, whose long and 
varied career carried him from 
a small Ohio farm to the thresh- 


hold of the presidency, died at 
his home here last night at the 
age of 87. 

Mr. Cox, three-time Ohio 
governor and publisher for 
more than half a century, was 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date in 1920 with Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as his running mate. 
Warren G. Harding, another 
Ohio publisher, won the elec- 
tion by more than 7,000,000 
votes. 


Mr. Cox’s death came after 
several years of failing health. 
Thursday afternoon he stum- 
bled and fell when working at 
the Dayton Daily News, one of 
his newspapers, and that night 
suffered a stroke. He went into 
a coma the next day and never 
regained consciousness. 


Although James Cox Jr. was 
chief executive officer of the 
newspapers, the elder Mr. Cox 
remained active in publishing 
the Dayton News, the Dayton 
Journal Herald, the Spring- 
field (O.) Sun, the Springfield 
(O.) News, the Miami (Fla.) 
Daily News, the Atlanta Jour- 
nal and the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. Mr. Cox also operated sta- 
tions WHIO and WHIO-TV in 
Dayton, WSB and WSB-TV in 
Atlanta.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

‘I have read with some amazement 
editorials in both of our great St. 
Louis newspapers commending Gov. 
Blair for approving the speed law 
passed by the Sixty-ninth General 
Assembly. The Governor admitted, 
and our newspapers concurred, that 
it: is.not a good law but a step in 
the right direction. 

T- also note that Col. Waggoner, 
svperintendent of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol, refers to it as a 
“four-variety” speed law and goes 
on to point out how unrealistic and 
dangerous the law is, as well as the 
confusion it will create in the minds 
of the average motorists and the dif- 
fieulty in enforcing it. 

“It is also pointed out that the Leg- 
istature refused to give the Highway 
Department authority to establish 
speed zones, yet this law will require 
omy postins of thousands of signs in 

r that the motorist may know 
whether he is on a federal, state, 
county or local highway, or in an

We pointed out that it is impos- 
sible to fix an absolute speed limit 
on our highways which would meet 
the variable conditions, such as types 
of road, weather conditions, amount 
of traffic, types and conditions of 
cars, as well as types of operators. 
We therefore recommended reason- 
able numerical prima facie (rather 
than absolute fixed maximum) limits 
with zoning which should provide 
some flexibility and call for atten- 
tion to existing conditions. 

We pointed out that the over- 
whelming majority of motorists 
drive at a speed that is safe in the 
light of existing conditions and that 
the extreme minority of careless 
and reckless are not deterred by 
any laws. 

Enforcement officials have fa- 
vored fixed limits, since it is easier 
to make arrests and get convictions. 
Our own experience over a period 
of more than 30 years indicates that 
90 to 95 per cent of those 
for careless and reckless driving en- 
ter @ plea of guilty and pay their 
fines.

The views on TVA which have come from 
President Eisenhower's second nominee to the 
board throw no conclusive light on the candi- 
date’s qualifications. 

By and large, we do not agree with those 
views. But it is still unknown whether Arnold 
R. Jones was expressing his personal views 
or the corporate opinion of the Bureau of the 
Budget, as acting director of which he spoke. 
Undoubtedly these recommendations on TVA 
financing will occupy attention at the Senate 
committee hearings on Mr, Jones’s confirmation. 
They will provide a starting point for inquiry 


‘ into the attitudes, training and experience for 


this important job of a nominee about whom the 
public as yet knows little. 

Mr. Jones made three suggestions. First, he 
proposed a $200,000,000 limit on the bond issue 


‘authority Congress is considering for TVA. Sec- 


ond, he would forbid TVA to use power revenues 
to install additional generating units in existing 
plants. Third, he contemplated payment by TVA 
of interest on the investment in power plant in 
addition to amortization under a 40-year plan al- 
ready operating. 

A $750,000,000 ceiling on outstanding bonds 
has been placed in some of the legislation be- 
fore Congress. Mr. Jones wrote Senator Chavez 
of New Mexico that the bureau’s purpose in 
recommending a lowered limit was to permit 
“an earlier review of the revenue bond experi- 
ence by the President and the Congress.” Mr. 
Jones must know, as does the Senate Public 
Works Committee chairman to whom he wrote, 
that no such special provision is required to per- 
mit review of TVA’s bond experience or any 
other part of its operations. The agency reports 
annually to the President and Congress for re- 
view of its stewardship. 

. * . 

TVA has raised strong objections to even the 
$750,000,000 limit. It points out the advantages 
of selling bonds in large blocks and planning 
well ahead so as to take advantage of sales by 
negotiation as well as on bids. An arbitrary 
$750,000,000 limit would impair the markability 
of its bonds and prevent it from taking advan- 
tage of the most favorable market, it says. A 
$200,000,000 bond limit would provide for hardly 
more than a single year’s increase in power 
supply to meet the growing demand, forcing an 
80,000-square-mile region to live from hand to 
mouth, in uncertainty of every coming year. 

The authority by which TVA has repeatedly 
used power revenues to install additional: gener- 
ating units at existing plants has been a part 
of the TVA Act ever since it was enacted by 
Congress 24 years ago. The creative intent of 
Congress was expressed in the words of Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt: a corporation 
“clothed with the power of government but 
possessed of the flexibility and initiative of a 
private enterprise.” 

That flexibility would be impaired, perhaps 
destroyed, by attempts to manage TVA from the 
Budget Bureau or. Congress. TVA has been so 
outstangingly successful because its management 
decisions have been made by its management. 

* 7. . 

The case for requiring TVA to pay interest 
on its power investment has not, in our opinion, 
been convincingly made. Unless a stronger case 
for it can be advanced, we see no reason for 
tampering with an arrangement that has stood 
the test of nearly a quarter of a century. 

TVA was not created, and it was not built to 
greatness, on. the philosophy that the people 
should pay themselves interest to develop their 
own natural resources, It was built on the phi- 
losophy that a river system and the basin 
through which it runs should be developed for 
their multiple purposes with every component 
making its maximum contribution to the whole. 

Electric power has made its maximum contri- 
bution. by being developed as one of an indivisi- 
ble set of resources. The guiding purpose here 
is not profit in money but conservation of the 
natural resources that make a country strong 
and prosperous. 

We shall look forward to seeing Mr. Jones's 
opinion on these and other relevant aspects of 
TVA brought out at his confirmation hearings. 
There is room for two schools of thought about 
methods among persons devoted to similar ends. 
It remains to be demonstrated whether Mr. 
Jones's attitudes toward TVA are of this order, 
or whether they represent a disqualifying hos- 
tility to the essential purpose. 


A New Voice Speaks 

Six months ago United States District Judge 
Walter B. Hoffman ruled at Richmond that Vir- 
ginia’s pupil placement law was in violation of 
the Federal Constitution. The law; enacted by 
Virginia following the 1954 public school deseg- 
regation decision, was designed to give Virginia 
a legal basis for keeping its publi¢ schools seg- 
regated racially.

In seeking its eleventh postwar revenue in- 
crease, St. Louis Public Service Co."is trying to 
offset an increase in labor costs, as it has done 
before.

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Time Grows Short at London 

With his sure instinct for effective propagan- 
da, Nikita Khrushchev in Czechoslovakia has 
been heaping ridicule upon the American quest 
for a “clean” H-bomb. He has been telling his 
audiences that the United States was not inter- 
ested in suspending nuclear tests, but only in 
developing a “clean” bomb. 

Unfortunately this probably makes a fairly ef- 
fective line with ill-informed people. While a 
“clean” hydrogen bomb is better than a dirty 
one, and while there are strong reasons for re- 
ducing radioactive fallout as much as possible, 
still a clean bomb kills as many people as a 
dirty one, and a weapon that is useful mainly for 
wiping out large population centers cannot com- 
mand such enthusiasm from anybody. So long 
as Khrushchev can depict thé United States as 
preferring a clean H-bomb to a suspension of 
nuclear tests, he will have us at a disadvantage. 

Officially, the West has offered a 10-month 
suspension of nuclear tests at London. But it 


‘must be admitted that the offer is surrounded 


by so many conditions that the West is not gain- 
ing much credit for having made it. Moséow 
still manages with some success to depict itself 
as the sole proprietor of the test-suspension idea. 
And there is no doubt that the Russians are on 
the popular side when they demand a two- or 
three-year suspension instead of 109 months. 

How can the West improve its standing with 
world opinion on this issue? Perhaps an offer 
of a trade would be worth trying—that the west 
would drop its conditions for suspending nu- 
clear tests provided the Russians drop theirs. 

Russia's condition has been that a test ban 
shall be accompanied by a verbal “renunciation” 
or “outlawing” of nuclear weapons. The West's 
main condition is that the ban should be tied in 
with a pledge to end production of fissionable 
material at some time in the future. It is hard 
to see that either one of these pledges would add 
much to the realities of disarmament. At pres- 
ent both of them seem to serve mainly as ob 
stacles to making a start in suspending tests. 

The time for the London talks is growing 
short. We trust that everybody concerned with 
them is aware of what a profound disappoint- 
ment it will be to the whole world if the talks 
end without any agreement on anything. If they 
know what they are doing, both sides will make 
an extraordinary effort to reach some agree- 
ment, however partial, however limited.

There is encouragement in the news that Sec- 
retary of State Dulles is about to end his ban on 
American newsmen visiting Communist China. 
It was last Aug. 6 that Peiping, lifting a seven- 
year restriction, invited American reporters to 
the mainland only to have Secretary Dulles 
reply with his present unreasonable policy. 

Meanwhile the press of other democracies has 
been busily going about its work in Red China 
and coming up with some excellent dispatches 
from what is one of the major news sources of 
the world. The least that Secretary Dulles can 
do in the way of amends is to inform the Ameri- 
can press as quickly as possible that it is free 
to cover Red China. Far less than this may 
come out of his meeting Thursday with repre- 
sentatives of the national news-gathering com- 
munity. — 

For Secretary Dulles is reported willing to ac- 
cept only such a formula agreeable to the news 
media representatives as will permit merely a 
few reporters to enter Red China. He is re- 
ported “unwilling to open the flood gates.” One 
formula which it is believed he would accept is 
that of allowing agencies which were repre- 
sented in China before Chiang Kai-shek fell to 
send reporters back.

President Eisenhower has never 
shown great enthusiasm for publicly 
developed power. The idea does not 
quite jibe with his basic philosophy. 
Uneasiness regarding his attitude to- 
ward the Tennessee Valley Authority 
was stimulated by the Dixon-Yates plan, 
subsequently discarded, to feed pri- 
vately developed power from the Arkan- 
sas side into the TVA at Memphis. 

Misgivings have also been aroused 
by his slowness in nominating a new 
member to the three-man TVA direc- 
torate to replace Dr. Harry A. Curtis, 
whose term expired over a month ago. 


Mr. Eisenhower has now named for 
this position Arnold R. Jones of Kan- 
sas, who has been since April, 1956, 
deputy director of the Bureau of the 
Budget. Mr. Jones is a public account- 
ant, a former member of the Kansas 
Corporation Commission and Dean of 
Financial Administration at Kansas 
State Caltiege. He is undoubtedly an 
upright and intelligent man. He is also 
a friend of the President's brother, Dr. 
Milton S. Eisenhower. 

The trouble with Mr. Jones, as 
TVA’s friends down in the Valley see 
it, is that he knows little about the 
Tennessee development’ and is sus- 
pected of an unfriendly attitude toward 
public power. Such an attitude might 
make it difficult for Mr. Jones in all 
sincerity to take the oath required by 
the act creating TVA, which stipulates 
that persons appointed to the direc- 
torate shall believe in the purposes de- 
fined in the act—that is, in general, 
the public development of the whole 
river for the benefit of all the people. 

It seems too bad, in the light @ the 
facts as now known, that a candidate 
positively interested in what TVA has 
done and is doing could not have been 
named. TVA has already repaid the 
Government more than $240,000,000 of 
its investment in power facilities, It 
takes enthusiasm for this particular en- 
terprise to produce such results and 
the many other achievements in TVA’s 
work in its far-flung countryside.

to expect that he would be given the 
courtesy of approval of the nominee. 

Then, within 48 hours of his talk with 
Senator Cooper, the President an- 
nounced the nomination of a man with- 
out any apparent qualifications for the 
job; a man from the Bureau of the 
Budget, the one governmental agency 
that has consistently tried to destroy 
TVA; a man who is praised by enemies 
of TVA and questioned by its friends. 

Unless we assume that the President 
chose Mr. Jones for this important post 
with less than 48 hours’ consideration, 
we must conclude that he deliberately 
misled Mr. Cooper as to his intentions. 

It may be that the Administration 
thus attempted to benefit Senator Mor- 
ton, who voted with the White House 
on the Hell's Canyon bill, at the ex- 
pense of Senator Cooper, who voted 
against the Administration effort to ef- 
fect another giveaway to a private 
power company. But we doubt that 
either of the Senators, or the President, 
will gain from this unwarranted insult 
to a Senator and, indirectly, to the 
people of his region.

MR. AUDUBON’S LUCY, by Lucy Ken- 
nedy. (Crown, 343 pgs., $3.95.) 


Jean Jacques Audubon, illegitimate, 
poor, untrained, a failure as a mer- 
chant, yet dreamed a great dream and 
made it come true. 

His dream, to publish his great vo)- 
ume, “The Birds of America,” often 
seemed an impractical fantasy, impos- 
sible of attainment. The struggle was 
an exhausting one and took a great part 
of his life, but it ended in success. 

However, in “Mr. Audubon’s Lucy” it 
is not so much the progress of the great 
naturalist that is depicted, for behind 
him, through years of poverty and sep- 
aration, stands the figure of Lucy Au- 
dubon, his wife. So essential a role 
did she play that it is inevitable and 
yet gratifying to hear the talented 
Frenchman insist, when invited to an in- 
terview with Presi- 
dent Andrew Jack- 
son: “I cannot go 
in there alone. It . 
would be a decep- 
tion, as if I alone 
were responsible 
for this book.”

who had denied

Knowledge of Shakespeare Already Has Earned $64,000 
For Brainy Barbara Hall, "Ziegfeld Follies’ Beauty, 
Who Still Is Living in $26-a-Month Cold Water Flat 


“When I finished school I 
was given a nice opportunity as 
resident ingenue at the John 
Drew theater in East Hampton, 
L. IL,” Barbara said, “I couldn't 
have been happier. I worked 
with such stars as Kim Hunter 
and Jessie Royce Landis. But 
it was a false start. I got a lot 
of attention from agents and 
movie people and I let myself 
be deceived by it. I thought 
from then on everything was 
going to be easy. But it wasn’t. 
When I got to New York every- 
thing fell through. Everything 
wilted. But I wasn’t discour- 
aged then. I knew that if I 
couldn't gét a job in thé the- 
ater, I could find some other 
respectable job to sustain me.” 

For weeks Barbara made the 
rounds of agents’ offices seven 
hours a day. She landed a few 
small TV jobs to make ends 
meet. She then shared an 
apartment with two other young 
actresses and her expenses were 
small, but the day came when 
her money ran out and she was 
forced to swallow her pride and 
go to work demonstrating the 
paper towels in a Brooklyn 
grocery. 


“It was during that time that 
I took up reading Shakespeare 
for fun,” she explains. “I'd 
demonstrate paper towels all 
day and read Shakespeare at 
night.” 

Finally Barbara landed the 
lead in “Oh Men, Oh Women” 
at the Studio Theater in Wash- 
ington, D. C., but on her return 
to New York she again found 
herself broke. To turn up some 
cash in a hurry she took a job 
modeling dnesses in a swank 
Fifth Avenue store. When she 
had saved a few dollars, she 
quit the job to again make the 
daily rounds of agents’ offices. 

“It was about this time that 
-a film test I had been prom- 
ised came up,” she recalls, “I 
was so broke I couldn’t even 
take a cab to the test. I took 
the subway. And I looked aw- 
ful because I didn’t have the 
money to get my hair done 
right. The test turned out badly 
and that was the end of that.” 

Down to her last two dollars, 
Barbara landed a job as a host- 
ess in a New York restaurant. 
She worked from 4 in the aft- 
ernoon until 9 at night and 
earned $22 a week and two 
meals. 

“It was heaven,” she laughs, 
“the meals were wonderful.” 

One day Barbara heard of an 
audition for dancers at the 
Copacabana. She didn't feel she 
was the right type but she au- 
ditioned anyway and found her- 
self shortly in the Copa chorus. 

“I still would rather have had 
an acting job but it was won- 
derful to be in the chorus, per- 
forming before people with an 
orchestra and a makeup room 
with lights and mirrors,” she

N a typical “Ziegfeld Beauty” 
| costume, lavish, ornate and 

considerably revealing, Bar- 
bara played her “showgirl!” role 
for the month that the “Follies” 
was on the road and then for 
three months on Broadway. 

Still reading Shakespeare in 
her sparetime, Barbara, at the 
prompting of friends, wrote to 
the “$64,000 Question,” modest- 
ly suggesting that she might be 
bright enough to be on the pro- 
gram. The “$64,000 Question” 
people were amazed when she 
finished her first test and a na- 
tion-wide audience was even 
more surprised when a “Zieg- 
feld Follies” beauty turned up 


on their TV screens and chose 
Shakespeare as her category. 


During the first few weeks of 
the program, Barbara studied 
14 hours a day. She had her 
books on Shakespeare in the 
“Follies” dressing room and the 
other showgirls would cue her 
on what she had memorized. 
Then after the “Follies” per- 
formance she'd go home and 
study all night and until noon 
the next day. After a few hours 
sleep, she would study still 
more until time for the evening 
performance. 


“It never occurred to me un- 
til someone suggested that I try 
to get on the ‘$64,000 Ques- 
tion’ that my. knowledge of 
Shakespeare would ever be 
worth anything to me financial- 
ly.” Barbara explains. “Al- 
though I wanted to be an ac- 
tress, I didn’t want to be a 
Shakespearean actress. I sim- 
ply read the Bard to satisfy my 
personal interest and apprecia- 
tion of him.”

The Linguistic Legacy of G.B.S. 
EWSPAPERS and magazines 
Noave lately been giving much 
attention to the efforts in 
British courts to overthrow the 
will of George Bernard Shaw— 
that talented, cantankerous 
Irishman who, in death as well 
as life, defied convention and 
tried to effect his own personal, 
private revolution in language. 
The provisions of his legacy 
to a language reform movement 
are rather intricate but, in es- 
sence, he wanted to foster a 
move to add several new letters 
to our alphabet, eliminate some 
he felt are unnecessary, and 
establish new and phonetically 
more logical patterns of English 
spelling. 
x» - & 
SURPRISINGLY ENOUGH, 
most comment on Shaw’s pro- 
posals treated them as some- 
thing new. Actually Shaw is 
only the latest in a long line of 
language reformers, of whom 
one of the first was Dr. Samuel 
Johnson and gne of the most 
effective was our own Noah 
Webster. For many years these 
dictators of language wielded 
great influence on the develop- 
ment of British and American 
orthography—but in recent 
years dictionary editors have 
changed their role from legis- 
lators of language to recorders 
of language. 


During most of the last cen- 
tury, however, language reform- 
ers made many efforts to per- 
suade the American people to 
accept simplified “phonetic” 
spelling. Following in Webster's 
path, many of the nation’s lead- 
ing linguists spent countless 
man hours of effort in a gen- 
erally fruitless attempt to con- 
vert the nation from such 
“wasteful” and “unscientific” 
spellings as “neighbor,” “thor- 
ough,” and “phonograph.”

AT ONE POINT Theodore 
Roosevelt brought all the pres- 
tige of the presidency behind 
the movement and decreed that 
the Government Printing Office 
use “simplified spelling.” One 
of the nation’s great unabridged 
dictionaries entered hundreds 
of these revised spellings. Yet, 
on the whole, the movement was 
an utter failure. 


Why? Simply because our 
language is a living, growing 
thing, the heritage and the cre- 
ation of millions of Americans 
and English-speaking peoples 
throughout the world. No one 
person—no matter how highly 
placed or influential—is likely 
to succeed in imposing any sub- 
stantial revision on our vocabu- 
lary. And that applies even to 
the efforts of as talented and 
brilliant a man as G.B. Shaw.

= of a Sicilian road, going in any direction. Although the
